SAINTS signed off for the 
international break in style 
as they climbed to third 
place in the Premier 
League table with a 4-1 
hammering of Hull. 

England boss Roy Hodgson 
was watching on from the 
stands at St Mary’s to see two 
of the three Saints stars he 
called up this week score in a 
big win for Mauricio 
Pochettino’s men. 

Saints were simply brilliant in 
the first half and, though they 
couldn’t quite reach such 
heights in the second period, 
they won comfortably thanks to 
goals from Morgan 
Schneiderlin, Rickie Lambert, a 
brilliant solo effort from Adam 
Lallana and sub Steven Davis. 

Lallana showed fantastic skill 
on four minutes to give himself 
the chance to put a cross in 
from the right. 

Rickie Lambert tried to meet 
it but was eased off of making a 
clean connection by Curtis 
Davies and went to ground with 
a few penalty appeals waved 
away by referee Phil Dowd who 


had no interest in awarding a 
spot kick. 

Saints were having to show 
quite a bit of patience in the 
early stages. 

Hull were getting men behind 
the ball and camping deep in 
their own half, trying to make 
themselves hard to break down. 

However, their plan backfired 
when Saints took the lead on 16 
minutes. 

Nathaniel Clyne stood up a 
very high cross from the right 
which Lambert rose highest at 
the far post to head back across 
goal. 

Morgan Schneiderlin arrived 
right on queue and showed 
great control and composure to 
head unchallenged into the top 
corner from six yards out to 
make it 1-0, giving Steve Harper 
in the Hull goal absolutely no 
chance. 


Hull immediately threatened 
up the other end with a couple 
of set pieces but Saints held 
firm and the danger ended 
when Paul McShane headed a 
corner over the bar.

AS THE Saints fans chanted 
“Come on England” during 
their team’s destruction of 
Hull City, Roy Hodgson 
couldn’t help but smile. 

It wasn’t just the comic value 
of the home supporters that 
gave the manager of the nation¬ 
al side reason to be happy, 
though. 

Sat in the directors’ box at St 
Mary’s, the England boss 
watched a Saints performance 
that would have given him hope 
for not only the present, but 
also the future. 

The work being conducted 
here is becoming of increasing- 
ly-important value to Hodgson 
and the Football Association. 

Only 48 hours earlier, he had 
called up three of the club’s 
players to his latest squad, for 
the friendly matches against 
Chile and Germany. 

He gazed on with an ever- 
increasing grin as Adam 
Lallana, Rickie Lambert and 
Jay Rodriguez spearheaded a 
ruthless demolition of Hull.

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one, and he will surely be 
increasingly excited about what 
Lallana can offer after seeing 
him today. 

Rodriguez had less obvious 
impact than the other two, but 
his pace and direct running was 
a regular problem for the visi¬ 
tors, while his touch in the 
build-up for Saints’ fourth goal 
was sublime. He certainly did 
himself plenty of good. 

But it was not just the perfor¬ 
mances of Lambert, Lallana 
and Rodriguez that would have 
heartened Hodgson. 

Nathaniel Clyne, who the 


England boss revealed this 
week is always in his thoughts, 
was excellent at right-back. 

He was a menacing presence 
when he roamed forward, sup¬ 
plying a marvellous cross for 
the opening goal, and doing 
likewise for Saints’ fourth. 

On the other side of the back 
four, his 18-year-old colleague 
Luke Shaw underlined why he 
will one day soon surely be in 
the senior England squad. 

While the teenager appears 
certain to head in that direc¬ 
tion, he is not likely to be mov¬ 
ing anywhere else any time 
soon, after addressing specula¬ 
tion about his future in the 
matchday programme, where 
he again committed himself to 
Saints. 


“I don't really take notice of 
things that are written about 
me - it is frustrating at times, 
but I just laugh it off,” said 
Shaw, who signed a five-year 
contract at St Mary’s last sum¬ 
mer. 

“They (the media) don’t know 
anything because they aren’t 
around the training ground and 
in the dressing room with me. 

“They should know that I’ve 
signed a contract at 
Southampton and I’m not even 
thinking about moving.” 

Shaw added: “I think people 
are starting to realise what sort 
of a club Southampton is. We 
are young and ambitious, and 
we want to go places in the next 
couple of years.” 

Another example of that 


youthful ambition was to be 
found in James Ward-Prowse 
again today. 

An increasing number of 
comparisons with David 
Beckham in relation to his 
crossing and dead ball delivery 
might be putting some extra 
pressure on his young shoul¬ 
ders, but he is carrying it with 
apparent ease. 

The 19-year-old was again 
composed and threatening and, 
while other Englishmen in the 
Saints team took the headlines, 
Hodgson will surely have 
noticed the potential in the 
under-21 international. 

In fact, it is hard imagine that, 
during the entire season, the 
England boss will have a more 
enjoyable day out than this.

TOKELO Rantie bagged 
his first goal for 
Cherries as Eddie 
Howe’s return to former 
club Burnley saw the 
Dorset outfit hold the 
Championship leaders to 
a 1-1 draw. 

Record signing Rantie 
finally got off the mark 
when he netted with a 
stunning right-foot shot 
to fire Cherries into the 
lead five minutes into 
the second half at Turf 
Moor, writes NEIL PER- 
RETT. 

But former Cherries 
striker Danny Ings sal¬ 
vaged a share of the 
spoils for the Clarets 
when he popped up with 
an equaliser seven min¬ 
utes from time. 

Elliott Ward, Eunan 
O’Kane and Brett 
Pitman were restored to 
the Cherries starting 
line-up as boss Howe 
made three changes. 

Tommy Elphick and 
Shaun MacDonald 
dropped to the bench, 
while Ryan Fraser was 
ruled out after picking 
up a knock to his knee in 
training. 

Rantie carved out the 
first shooting chance 
after just 95 seconds, the 
striker firing over the 
top having burst past 
three defenders and into 
the box. 

And Pitman’s deflected 
effort from 20 yards had 
to be helped over the 
crossbar by back-track¬ 
ing Clarets goalkeeper 
Tom Heaton after five 
minutes. 

Burnley’s first chance 
fell to ex-Cherries strik¬ 
er Sam Vokes after 10 
minutes, the targetman 
glancing a header over 
the crossbar from David 
Jones’s free-kick. 

Harry Arter was 
booked for entering the 
field of play without ref¬ 
eree Mick Russell’s per¬ 
mission after he had left 
the pitch to receive some 
treatment to a leg injury. 

Cherries goalkeeper

Cherries had a let off 
when Vokes missed his 
kick from close range 
after Camp had only 
been able to parry Scott 
Arfield’s piledriver. 

Dean Marney’s specu¬ 
lative strike failed to 
trouble Camp before 
Cook’s low drive is 
scooped up by Heaton as 
the teams trade chances 
in quick succession. 

Cherries opened the 
scoring in spectacular 
fashion when Rantie 
unleashed a ferocious 
right-foot effort into the 
roof of the net from 20 
yards five minutes into 
the second half. 

The South Africa inter¬ 
national broke his duck 
for Cherries after latch¬ 
ing on to Pitman’s flick 
following a through ball 
from deep from Ward. 

Burnley substitute 
Keith Treacy headed

Another penalty shout 
from the hosts fell on 
deaf ears after Ings had 
gone to ground under a 
Ward challenge with ref¬ 
eree Russell, who was 
well placed, unmoved. 

Rantie’s deft effort 
bounced the wrong side 
of the upright after 
Arter had put him 
through before Vokes 
just failed to connect 
with a Jones cross. 

The Clarets levelled 
when Ings arrived at the 
far post and got on the 
end of a Vokes flick 
before guiding the ball 
past Camp to net his 
14th of the season. 

Camp’s top-drawer 
save kept out Treacy’s 
free-kick, the goalkeeper 
scurrying to his left and 
clawing the shot out of 
the top corner.

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Cup prices must reflect quality of teams on show 


THE distance from Southampton to Sunderland 
is approximately 316 miles - 632 miles round 
trip. 

That’s tough journey on a Saturday for a three 
o’clock kick off, let alone a Wednesday evening. 

For those hardy souls who made that trip this 
week only to see Saints limp out of the League 
Cup with a team that could best be described 
as a reserve one, that distance might as well 
have been to the moon and back. 

It won’t make that defeat any the easier. 

You can argue about the League Cup as much 
as you want but for whoever sponsors the cup it 
must be regarded as something of a PR disaster. 


No one takes it seriously, at least not until 
you’re within sniffing distance of Wembley. 

It raises the question - just who cares about 
the League Cup? 

Obviously those people who attend the final at 
Wembley, but who cares about the road that 
leads there? 

Attendances would indicate that not many of 
us care about it either which is a shame. 

There are so many demands on our resources 
and, for many of us, yet another cup competi¬ 
tion is just one expense too far. 

If the League Cup is to survive then the pow¬ 
ers that be need to reassess it dramatically, 


reduce matchday prices and give people a rea¬ 
son to hand over their hard-earned cash. 

“But surely the fans who went to Sunderland 
knew there would be a chance Saints would 
field a weakened side?” you might ask. “What’s 
your problem?” 

I don’t have a problem with Saints fielding a 
reserve team squad for a game, just as long as 
the prices charged reflect that. 

Not that I have any influence on the club 
whatsoever, but wouldn’t it be a nice gesture 
if the club gave free transport to the game of 
their choice to the fans that made that jour¬ 
ney?

MAN U? HO CHANCE 



THE release of the England 
squad to face Chile and 
Germany this month saw three 
Saints players in it. 

Amazing news in anyone’s books, 
but made all the more impressive 
when you bear in mind that it didn’t 
include Nathaniel Clyne or Luke 
Shaw. 

Ask yourself, when was the last 
time you had five Saints first team- 
ers who were of England interna¬ 
tional quality? 

Just recently I had a conversation 
with a Manchester United fan who 
was incandescent with rage when I 
suggested to him that I wouldn’t 
exchange any of our midfield with 
theirs. 

They’re Manchester United, how 
could I possibly suggest our midfield 
was better than theirs? 

Simple, I replied. Morgan 
Schneiderlin, Victor Wanyama, 
Adam Lallana and James Ward 
Prowse. 

In all seriousness, I wouldn’t swap 
any of those players for any of theirs. 

Nani, Anderson, Cleverly, Carrick, 
Giggs, Valencia or Young, not one of 
them would I want, on current form, 
above our aforementioned players. 

It’s a tribute to not just our scout¬ 
ing system but our physio team that 
we not only have such a talented 
squad but keep them fit and out of 
the treatment room. 

On every level this club seems to 
making massive strides. 

I’ve mentioned it numerous times 
in this column and I make no apolo¬ 
gies for repeating it. 

Roy Hodgeson himself stated: “You 
have to give an awful lot of credit to 
Southampton, because in the past 
they have provided some very 
important players to the Premier 
League, not least Gareth Bale, the 
world’s most expensive player. 

“It proves the value of a good acad¬ 
emy system and perhaps more 
young English players will come 


through at other clubs.” 

The inclusion of the three players 
should serve as a stark reminder of 
just how far we have come as a foot¬ 
ball club in the last four years. 

Who would’ve thought, when we 
were on -10 points in League One, 
that this club would suddenly have 
three players in the national squad 
and another two knocking firmly on 
the door? 

While the position we are in is 
amazing and we should enjoy the 
moment let’s not forget the journey 
that took us to where we are. 

I may be mistaken but I have 
noticed, on online forums mainly, a 
small sense of arrogance about our 
rise to success in the Premier 
League. 


These forums were awash with 
posts about how we as a club have 
become too big for the League Cup 
and how challenging for European 
football is the way forward. 

It may be my own humble opinion, 
but until we’ve amassed a collection 
of silverware, we’re in no position to 
get blase about competitions like the 
League Cup. 

One of my favourite moments of 
supporting Southampton over the 
last 15 to 20 years was watching 
Saints win at Wembley in the JPT 
final. 

I will always be of the opinion 
that it gave this club a feeling of 
achievement, of becoming winners 
and kick-started the current revo¬ 
lution.

WHEN Jose Mourinho returned 
to the helm of Chelsea in the 
summer, he labelled himself 
as the “Happy One”. 

Claiming to be a more mature 
manager, less prone to extravagant 
outbursts and the man capable of 
filling the void left by Sir Alex 
Ferguson as the responsible elder 
statesman of the league’s managers. 

A father figure in some ways. Few 
believed him then, and even fewer 
believe him now. 

Confrontation and intimidation 
have been some of Mourinho’s most 
effective weapons of management 
in years gone by, and it seems old 
habits die hard. 

During the first few weeks of the 
season, Mourinho’s temper was 
seemingly kept under wraps, his 
team were performing. 

As the weeks have gone by howev¬ 
er, we’ve seen the explosive tem¬ 
perament re-appear with public 
criticisms of Kevin De Bruyne, 
Juan Mata, Fernando Torres and 
even Eden Hazard. 

Opposing managers and officials 
haven’t escaped the wrath of the 
Portuguese either recently. 

Sent to the stands for his extrava¬ 
gant explosion of anger directed at 
referee Anthony Taylor during the 
win over Cardiff City, Mourinho, 
pictured below, then riled 
Manchester City boss Manuel 
Pellegrini with a volatile and pecu¬ 
liar post match celebration after his 
side’s win at the Bridge, confirming 
the full range of his mind-bending 
tricks are flowing once again. 

So when Mourinho said he made 
“11 mistakes” in his team selection 
following the 2-0 defeat against 
Newcastle a week ago, it’s fair to say 
we have not lost the Jose of old and 
been left with a mild-mannered 
imposter. 

The new calm, polite Mourinho we 
were promised has been hastily 
been annexed by the old familiar 
firebrand who attracts attention, 
but don’t for a moment believe the 
recent examples of ‘Joseisms’ were 
any kind of accident. 

This is a manager who has 
always done everything for § 
a reason, and he con- | 
firmed as much when 
he offered a fascinat¬ 
ing contribution to the 
recently published 
book entitled The 
Manager as he 
revealed an ability 
to invent a persona 
to suit the environ¬ 
ment he finds him¬ 
self in. 

“I think that, as 
a manager, you 
are always a 
leader, but some¬ 
times you can be a 
different kind of 
leader,” he said in 
the book. “The first 
time at Chelsea, I was

IT WAS a summer of upheaval in the 
Premier League, with a number of new 
managers trying to implement their 
philosophies on their new club. 

In some cases, the change has yet to 
| yield consistent results, but in one partic¬ 
ular case it has been an unmitigated suc¬ 
cess. 

Notorious slow starters, Everton have 
made a solid if unspectacular start to the 
season. 

With 19 points so far, it is their 
best start to a campaign since 
2004-05, the year they finished 
fourth. 

After 11 years at Goodison, David 
Moyes finally parted ways with the club 
and his replacement, Roberto Martinez, 
was met with little fanfare. 

Detractors pointed to his relegation 
with Wigan and their dire defensive 
record as proof that he would be out of 
his depth higher up the table. 

What they didn’t account for was his 
ability to create a team on a shoestring 
budget, something that undoubtedly 
attracted Bill Kenwright to the Spaniard. 

Perhaps most tellingly for those that fol¬ 
low the club has been the overhaul of 
| their playing philosophy and the instant 
success that it has yielded. 

Unflinching in his approach, Martinez 
has always gotten his team to play the 
game the right way. 

His continental, possession based 
approach got the ball rolling at Swansea, 
whose subsequent managers, Brendan 

J Rodgers and Michael Laudrup have emu- 
• lated his approach. 

; It was at Wigan, however, that he made 
i his name, guiding a threadbare team to 
fi| safety on three occasions before they 
a eventually fell through the trapdoor last 
season. 

The disappointment of relegation was 
offset, though, by their FA Cup victory 
and a first foray into Europe. 

A remarkable achievement for a club 
. that finds itself playing second fiddle to a 
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confrontational leader because I felt 
that was what the team needed at 
the time. The guys desperately 
needed to make the jump from 
potential to reality, and they needed 
the kind of leader I was.

going to win, or we are special, we 
are going to prove that we are, so it 
was perfect.” 

In essence, Mourinho uses threat¬ 
ening behaviour as a tactic to fire 
up his own players and unsettle his 
rivals. With his aggressive man- 
management style successful in 
draining the best out of the players 
he puts his faith in. 

Of course, such a high-risk policy 
can backfire and Mourinho’s meth¬ 
ods left a trail of destruction behind 
him at Real Madrid, with the likes 
of Iker Casillas, Pepe, Sergio Ramos 
and the whole Madrid football press 
among those who rejected their 
coach’s abrasiveness and chal¬ 
lenged his authority. He has also 
been accused of leaving no legacy at 
any of his previous clubs. 

Yet the enduring loyalty

There is no doubt about it, though; this 
will be his toughest task to date, building 
on the legacy of Moyes. 

Having inherited a solid and dependable 
squad, Martinez has once again made use 
of loan signings, something that he has 
benefitted from in the past. 

Managers seem more than willing to 
“lend” him their players, in the knowledge 
that they will return as better footballers 
than they left. 

Track record 

He has a proven track record when it 
comes to nurturing talent, something that 
plays into his motivational and coaching 
skills. 

James McCarthy and Victor Moses 
improved considerably under Martinez’s 
tutelage. 

Charles N’Zogbia had his two best sea¬ 
sons in a career that has tailed off since 
they parted ways. 

Manchester United benefitted from 
sending Tom Cleverly to Wigan, with the 
midfielder deemed good enough for an 
England call-up on his return. 

He is not afraid of giving youth a 
chance, putting his faith in Ross Barkley 
this season and being paid back hand¬ 
somely with some eye-catching perfor¬ 
mances. 

The same can be said for another loa¬ 
nee, Romelu Lukaku. Jose Mourinho 
knew that the big Belgian needed to be 
playing if he was to continue his develop¬ 
ment, and Goodison Parks seems a good 
fit for the bustling front man. 

His man-management is one of his 
many strengths, as is his handling with 
the media. 

Eloquent and friendly, Martinez is a 
favourite of the media and he often uses 
this to his advantage, praising players or 
misdirecting attention in order to give his 
team the freedom to express themselves. 

As a student of the game, Martinez 


understands that players are not 
machines built to play football, claiming “I 
deal with human beings Monday to Friday 
and I deal with footballers on Saturday.” 

It is in the way Everton play that we 
have seen the biggest transformation. 

Gone is the defensive-minded approach 
of yesteryear, and in its place we have 
seen an assured, measured style that has 
allowed Everton to dictate proceedings in 
most of their matches this season. 

The players have burgeoned since 
being granted the freedom to express 
themselves, while Gareth Barry and 
James McCarthy have formed a combat¬ 
ive and settled midfield. 

The loss of Fellaini to Manchester 
United and Darron Gibson to injury has 
been rendered mute. 

The players have revelled in his 
approach to training as well as his foot¬ 
balling philosophy. 

He has instilled belief in them on the 
training field through focusing on the indi¬ 
vidual battles that happen across the 
pitch. 

He believes that if his team can win 
more of these battles than the opposition, 
then they’re in a good position to win as a 
team. It’s difficult to argue with the results 
so far. 

Their only defeat came against 
Manchester City, and they have yet to 
lose a league game at home all year. 

It has been an almost perfect start to 
his tenure, although it would be foolish to 
read too much into what amounts to 
nothing more than a honeymoon period. 

He has given a different dimension to a 
team that was beginning to stale under 
Moyes. 

And while he is enjoying success with 
the previous boss’s players, he has made 
a positive impact on Goodison Park. 

The players are still learning the bound¬ 
aries of his system, which seem a lot 
more flexible than the previous regime. 

Where will all of this lead them? Not 
even the eloquent Spaniard knows, but it 
sure is enjoyable to watch them go. 





Mourinho seems to command from 
his chosen few suggests he knows 
how to handle the egos of a modern- 
day soccer superstar, with the likes 
of Frank Lampard, Didier Drogba, 
John Terry, Luka Modric, Xabi 
Alonso and Samuel Eto’o all sworn 
advocates of the Jose mantra. 

His eagerness to take all the 
responsibility for results, to protect 
his players from criticism, means 
those around him are compelled to 
repay him for the faith he shows in 
them. 

He gets into a player’s mind and 
helps him to perform, in a way few 
before him have ever mastered. It is 
part of his brilliance. 

In addition, Mourinho promotes a 
notion that you follow his lead and 
sign up for everything he stands for, 
or face being jettisoned and humili¬ 


ated in less than edifying fashion in 
front of the watching world. 

This master of the mind games 
would rather keep the banished 
souls who have failed to buy into his 
methods like Casillas or Mata at his 
club to remind others what could 
happen to them if they fall out of 
line. 

No reputation is too big to take on, 
no talent too brilliant to drop, and 
everyone who works under 
Mourinho appreciates as much. 

So when Mourinho shouldered the 
blame for his side’s defeat at St 
James’ a week ago, it may have 
grabbed the headlines in the 
Sunday morning papers. 

But really, his words were crafted 
to weigh heavily on the minds of 
those inside the Chelsea dressing 
room.

NO MATTER what people say about the poten¬ 
tial of a home quarter-final with Chelsea, the 
Capital One Cup was never going to be Saints’ 
priority this season.

CARDBOARD boxes, old orna¬ 
ments and dust-filled memo¬ 
ries of bygone times, are things 
you’d usually find in the back 
room of an average house. 

About two thousand signatures of 
past and present Saints players, on 
the other hand, aren’t exactly every¬ 
day items, writes PETER 
HOWARD. 

But that is exactly what Steve, 46, 
and Michael Morrison, 18, store in 
their surplus room. 

In among home-distilled bottles of 
wine, Doctor Who memorabilia and 
family photos, an epic collection is 
sprawled across a table. 

The collection was started 11 years 
ago when Steve took Michael to 
Matt Le Tissier’s testimonial. 

Michael, who was at the time 
undecided on who to support, with 
most of his friends opting for

Manchester United or Liverpool, 
was taken aside by Dell favourite 
Francis Benali and told he should be 
a Saints fan. 

From that day, Michael and life¬ 
long fan Steve have supported the 
club together. 

“I grabbed Benali’s autograph. He 
took my pen afterwards! I wasn’t 
happy about that,” Michael joked. 

“We got a few more that evening too, 
which really ignited my interest.” 

Unlike most fans, who would have 
just been pleased to get Benali and 
Le Tissier’s autograph that day, the 
father and son duo decided to 
embark on an epic collecting mis¬ 
sion. 

“We suddenly thought ‘we have a 
lot of autographs here’. After visit¬ 
ing different players and going to 
AFC Totton and Eastleigh matches, 
it suddenly grew in size,” Michael 
recalled. 

“I said to dad ‘I wonder if we can 
get every autograph from the In

That Number Book ’?, then we 
thought ‘well, not all the players are 
in this book so why don’t we try and 
go for all of them?”’ 

In That Number is a book that 
chronicles Saints’ history from the 
post war era until the end of the 
2002/03 campaign. 

“It was a very casual start to our 
collection,” said Steve. 

“We played in an ex Saints match 
at AFC Totton - that was probably 
the catalyst for it all. 

“I ended up saving a Le Tissier 
penalty,” said Steve. 

“Le Tissier then set up Michael to 
score a goal at the end of the game. 

“After the match, we got auto¬ 
graphs of everyone there and that’s 


when we really got interested in the 
ex Saints. 

“We took the autographs along 
and it developed. We suddenly knew 
we had some really good autographs 
and we wanted more and more. 

“It moved on from a bit of fun to a 
complete obsession - then onto a 
compulsion.” 

Their rule is anyone who has 
played a role at the club, not just on 
the pitch, can be put into their col¬ 
lection. 

From Tommy Forecast, Leandre 
Griffit and Lucien Mettomo, 
through to Rickie Lambert, Kevin 
Keegan, Alan Shearer and Peter 
Rodrigues, the pair have acquired 
them all.

Through incredible scrounging 
skills and research, along with pure 
luck, Steve and Michael have creat¬ 
ed the most complete collection of 
Saints autographs on the planet. 

If it wasn’t for a Daily Echo article 
back in September, the pair may still 
be storing their priceless collection 
in plastic bags, next to forgotten 
board games and books. 

But now, with a new filing system, 
their mission is even clearer with 
just 20 signatures left to collect from 
the post war era. 

If that wasn’t enough - the pair 


have already started to assemble a 
pre-war list of players that have 
pulled on the famous red and white. 

Steve had collected autographs 
when he was a child but sold that 
collection, which included stellar 
names such as Kevin Keegan, Mick 
Channon, Peter Shilton and Ted 
McDougall, for just 50p. 

“I was at a car boot sale and a kid 
said he had a quid for my collection. 
I said ‘give me 50p and you can have 
the lot’ so all my autographs went. 

“I had some legends in there, but 
they all went. 

“Obviously I had grown up and 
moved on - or so I had thought.” 

Their current collection has seen 
them in bidding tussles with an

Arizona- 

based businessman, pull in favours 
off the coast of Brazil, communicate 
with a Norwegian-based fan club, 
and source signatures from Vienna - 
all in the name of Saints-related 
autograph hunting. 

That sounds extravagant - but 
Steve and Michael have orchestrat¬ 
ed their operation from their com¬ 
puter at home and travelling locally 
to dealers and other collectors. 

Nonetheless, they managed to 
scupper an American business¬ 
man’s plan to buy the signature of 
George Kay on Ebay. 

Kay managed Saints from 1931 
until 1936 but also was in charge of 
Liverpool between 1936 and 1951 
before passing away in 1954. 

The American turned out to be a 
Liverpool enthusiast and was des¬ 
perate to purchase the autograph - 
but, in a bizarre twist, the Harefield- 
based pair conquered him in a bid¬ 
ding war. 

“We were after Kay, we were after 
his signature for many years, and 
were working with a dealer to get it. 
We bid on Ebay and beat a very rich 
chap from the USA,” Steve recalled. 

“It was a letter from Kay, during 
his spell at Liverpool, to apologise 
for fielding an ineligible player. We 
started bidding on Ebay for this arti¬ 
cle - it’s quite unique. 

“He got really quite annoyed that 
we out bid him, especially as he’s 
quite a rich bloke. 

“He enquired to the dealer to see 
who bought the item he wanted so 
badly. He was quite put out that it 
was a couple of plucky Southampton 
fans. 

“He responded to us with another 
piece of memorabilia, in a bit of tit 
for tat, he showed us Bert Shelly, 
who was one of our great players 
from the 1920s.” 

The pair also pulled in a favour 
from an Austrian Saints fan, who 
delivered an autograph of Bernard 
Harrison. 

Harrison played three games for 
Saints in the 1959/60 campaign, 
when the club finished top of 
Division Three. 

In his three appearances he played 
twice against Barnsley and in a 5-1 
victory over Swindon Town. 

He was also a cricketer for 
Hampshire, making his County 
Championship debut in the late 
1950s.

“Another strange story - we didn’t 
get an autograph out of it unfortu¬ 
nately - but this guy contacted from 
an oil rig off the coast of Brazil,” 
Steve said. 

“He is Icelandic and living in 
Norway but working off the coast of 
Brazil ... he set up the Icelandic 
Saints Supporters’ Club. 

“He explained his favourite play¬ 
ers were Terry Paine, Channon and 
Le Tissier. 

“So we sent them our duplicates of 
those. I just couldn’t believe that 
there was an Icelandic Saints fan 
based in Brazil but living in 
Norway.” 

More locally, the father and son 
team have had help from people and 
clubs up and down the UK. 

“Plymouth Legends were great to 
us; they put us in touch with a cou¬ 
ple of their members - Andy Rogers 
and Richard Davis, who played for 
Saints in the 1960s. 

Davis made his only appearance in 
a 4-0 loss to Plymouth, standing in 
for Denis Hollywood. 

He went onto have spells at Bristol 


City, Barrow and Falmouth after 
starting his career at the Pilgrims. 

“Its very humbling and over¬ 
whelming the response we’ve had 
from the football community,” 
Steve said. 

“We’ve now ticked off the current 


players that have recently debuted 
for the club. 

“We know someone who works at 
Staplewood. He’s able to get in there 
and get us those autographs. He’s 
more than happy to do that.” 

They’ve now collected all the cur¬ 


rent squad and are ready to pounce 
on any new stars that take to the St 
Mary’s pitch. 

“We’ll have to get those players 
that take their bow in the future, the 
likes of Matt Targett and Jason 
McCarthy, who could have come off 
the bench against Bristol City a few 
weeks ago,” Michael said. 

“We do think ahead - lining up 
autographs before we need them but 
at the moment we’re so up to date 
there is no need. 

“We will, though, think about 
players that are at the club but are 
yet to play.” 

It would come as little surprise to 
many that the elusive Ali Dia, who 
infamously made one appearance 
for Saints under Graeme Souness in 
1996 against Leeds, isn’t in the col¬ 
lection. 

Dia falsely claimed to be the 
cousin of FIFA World Player of the 
Year George Weah to deceive the 
club into signing him. 

The Senegalese player, who was 
last seen at Northumbria University 
where he reportedly studied busi¬ 
ness, lasted half an hour before 
being substituted and immediately

released from his month long con¬ 
tract. 

Dia has been on the wanted list 
indefinitely and the father and son 
team recently thought they’d made a 
breakthrough. 

“We had a response from someone 
saying they had Ali Dia on a pro¬ 
gramme in the game he played,” 
Steve explained. 

“He hasn’t been able to come 
through with it unfortunately. I’m 
sure he had it -1 think he got rid of a 
load of programmes and it might 
have gone out with them. 

“He’s very enigmatic but hopefully 
some time we can track him down.” 

Despite collecting legends like Le 
Tissier, Benali, Channon and more, 
the pair have been left frustrated 
after trying to capture some more 
obscure former Saints. 

Among them are Ryan Smith - last 
seen in Xanthi in Greece - Zoltan 
Liptak - who plays for Hungarian 
side Gyori ETO FC - and Tomas 
Pekhart, who is playing for 
Nuremburg in the German 
Bundesliga. 

But, for the father and son team, 
each player has the same value. 


“Nobody’s number one,” Steve 
admitted. 

“Everyone has made a contribu¬ 
tion to the club so whether you’ve 
made 500 appearances for the club 
or made two substitute appearances, 
it doesn’t matter. 

“They represented the club and for 
sentimental value alone, it’s all a 
level playing field,” added Michael. 

Now, Steve and Michael have set 
foot in the maze of pre-war and 
wartime Saints autograph hunting. 

Stanley Rous, FIFA President 
between 1961 and 1974, and George 
Reader, who refereed the fourth 
World Cup final in 1950 and made 
three appearances for Saints, are 
already among the collection. 

Charlie Mitten, a Manchester 
United legend who played for Saints 
during the war years, and Ollie 
Barnes, who did the same and is an 
Arsenal legend, make up some of 
their wartime set. 

“Saints had some quite incredible 
guests down at The Dell during 
World War Two, they were massive 
names and it’s an honour that they 
played for the club” Steve said. 

“We have players who lost their 


lives in the First World War -1 don’t 
know how to quantify that; they’ve 
played for the club but they paid the 
ultimate price and lost their lives for 
the country. 

“It’s been an incredible journey to 
go on; not only chasing the auto¬ 
graphs, but learning the history and 
owning some of this wonderful 
memorabilia is a real privilege. 

“We’ve met new people and friends 
along the way. 

“In fact we’ve picked up one dealer 
called ‘Attasquash’ on Ebay - she 
had some pre-war autographs and it 
has seen some quite incredible play¬ 
ers come out of it. 

“The most ironic part about this 
great relationship is that she’s a 
Pompey fan. 

“People often ask us how we know 
if it’s a genuine autograph - I guess 
the bottom line is, that you don’t 
but, when you look at a piece, you 
can just feel its genuine or tell that 
it’s a fake. 

“We’ve seen offers on Ebay that 
don’t coincide with our research- 
when I see something I think ‘no, 
that not real.’ 

“We’ve had ones where the owner 


has gone over with a marker pen to 
make it more prominent.” 

So far the pair has not got their col¬ 
lection valued but believes some 
individual pieces are worth four fig¬ 
ures. 

Despite that hefty price tag they’ve 
failed, so far, to insure the collec¬ 
tion, which Michael plans to keep 
and continue for a long time to come 
with intentions to make it a 
Morrison family tradition. 

They also welcome the idea of the 
collection taking pride of place in St 
Mary’s, but are so far yet to be 
offered that move. 

Most recently, they have ticked off 
2008-10 Saint Kyle McLaggon from 
Weston Super Mare, Pat Kennedy - 
who made two appearances for 
Saints in 1959/60 - and Derek Allen, 
who played one game in 1992/93. 

Steve and Michael intend to 
finish their post war collec¬ 
tion and build heavily on 
their pre war hunt.

WHEN Neil Hards led 
Winchester City to the Wessex 
top-flight title in 2003/04, their 
FA Vase-winning ‘dream team’ 
amassed 108 points from 42 
games, scoring a phenomenal

35. 

Realistically he can’t expect to hit 
those heady heights again this sea¬ 
son, but, having replaced Graham 
Kemp in the City hot seat, Hards 
still relishes the challenge of being 
back in a highly competitive 
Sydenhams Wessex League. 

With Dave Diaper’s Sholing hav¬ 
ing started the league campaign 
unbeaten and still going strong in 
the FA Vase, it looks as if the 
Boatmen are the team to beat this 
term. 

“They’re a really strong, powerful 
unit,” said Hards, pictured left. 
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“I watched them beat Winchester 
by three in their Friday night 
league game and it was comfortable 
for them. 

“They’re well organised and 
they’ve got some really good play¬ 
ers for this level of football. 

“They’re going to take some stop¬ 
ping in the league and with regard 
to the national competition (the FA 
Vase) too. 

“But it’s a strong Wessex League 
this season. 

“There are five or six sides up 
near the top who are pretty much 
the same ability-wise - ourselves, 
Blackfield & Langley, Alresford, 
Newport IoW and, also, AFC 
Portchester, who are now up 
amongst it. 


“Portchester are another good, 
well-organised unit and they’ve got 
some very good football people 
around the club. 

“There’s Graham Rix coaching, 
Mick Jenkins running the club and 
another good football man, (former 
Gosport Borough boss) Mick 
Marsh, is also there.” 

After leading Winchester through 
the most successful chapter in their 
history, Hards returned to manage¬ 
ment with Cirencester Town in 
2006. 

But travelling from Hampshire to 
Gloucestershire eventually wore 
him down and, having taken time to 
recharge his batteries, he is glad to 
be back on the local beat. 

“It’s appealing to be in the Wessex 
League again,” said the 
Portsmouth-based former 

Cheltenham Town goalkeeper.

THEY may have been title rivals, 
but Blackfield & Langley boss 
Glenn Burnett was sorry to see 
Graham Kemp’s departure from 
Winchester City.

respectful and hard-working group 
here. 

“But they also know how to enjoy 
themselves and let their hair down 
and (title favourites) Sholing have 
got that about them as well.”

Bemerton Heath Harlequins was 
top of Burnett’s summer priority 
list. 

“It’s not rocket science,” he said.

EASTLEIGH’S FA Ifrophy third qualifying round 
opponents Maidstone United have come a 
long way in the past 15 months. 

The 2012/13 season was a memorable one for their 
boss Jay Saunders, who not only managed the first 
game at the club’s new Gallagher Stadium, he also 
secured them promotion from the Ryman Division One 
South via the play-offs - and this season has led The 
Stones to the top of the Ryman Premier Division with 
ten wins and three draws in 14 games. 

Small wonder then that Stones co-owner Terry Casey 
has described the former Gillingham, Gravesend & 
Northfleet and Lewes player as “a revelation.” 

Casey said: “Jay is such a strong character and he has 
the dressing room in his hand. The players all respect 
him and like him immensely. He’s a man of high 
integrity and a talented young manager. 

“He ticks all the boxes. He understands the game, he 
understands the tactics and he understands foot¬ 
ballers. We’re top of the league because of the quality 
and astuteness of Jay’s signings.” 

One of those signings, 29-year-old goalkeeper Lee 
Worgan, made nearly 170 appearances for Tonbridge 
Angels, while Spitfires fans will be familiar with for¬ 
ward Frannie Collin, well known on the Kent scene 
from his time with Gillingham, Dover and Tonbridge.

It was a smart move bringing in (former 
Margate striker) Zac Attwood and (former Dover 
defender) Steve Watt has also made a big difference. He 
likes to play from the back and that’s helped.” 

With Maidstone having come back from two down to 
draw 2-2 at league rivals Wealdstone last Saturday, 
Tuesday’s Trophy replay looked to be heading for 
extra-time with the scoreline goalless at the Gallagher 
Stadium. But the Stones finally broke the deadlock in 
time added on when Attwood smashed home from 
close range to earn his side a home tie against 
Hill’s Conference South high-fliers next 
Saturday (November 16). 

After the old Football League club 
Maidstone United went into bankrupt¬ 
cy, the youth team Maidstone Invicta 
made the step into adult football in 1992 
and progressed from the Kent County 
League Division 4 up the non-League 
pyramid before changing their name 
to Maidstone United in 1995. 

In 2012 they moved into the 
Gallagher Stadium - the first 
English stadium to be purpose- 
built with a 3G synthetic pitch. 

Hill, who was at Tuesday’s 
replay, said: “You can see why 
they’ve done so well. 

“They get 1,200 people in for home 
games, they never have a game 
called off (because of the 3G pitch) 
and they’ve got a 24/7 facility. Good 
luck to them.” 




Ings has the 
star quality 


FROM Bournemouth to 
Burnley, from Dean Court to 
Potterne Park - for every 
Danny Ings there are thou¬ 
sands of Matt Oldrings. 

When striker Ings and 
defender Oldring were 
offered apprenticeships by 
Cherries in 2008, both would 
have harboured hopes of 
making the grade, writes 
NEIL PERRETT. 

However, while Ings may 
have gone on to achieve every 
schoolboy’s dream after win¬ 
ning a contract, Oldring was 
left to deal with the bitter 
taste of rejection. 

“Most of us had an inkling 
about what was coming,” said 
Oldring, one of eight young 
players to have been shown 
the door by the club in 2010. 

“You hear rumours and I 
half expected it. But nothing 
really prepares you for when 
the news is broken. I was dev¬ 
astated when I was told. 

“Fair play to Ingsy because 
he has got everything he 
deserved. It is always great to 
see someone go all the way. It 
doesn’t make up for it but it 
has helped.” 

While Ings went on to earn a 
£lmillion move to Burnley, 
Oldring was left to pick up the 
pieces and is currently play¬ 
ing for Wessex Premier outfit 
Verwood Town. 

Having joined Cherries as 
an 11-year-old following 12 
months at Southampton, a 
circuitous route has seen 


Bournemouth-born Oldring 
find his way back to Dorset. 

Oldring, who turned out for 
BSC Grange in the 
Bournemouth Youth League, 
said: “After being released by 
Bournemouth, I went to 
Weymouth. I was there for a 
few months before a new 
manager came in and he did¬ 
n’t want me. I finished the 
season playing for 
Ham worthy United. 

“The following season I 
joined AFC Totton in the 
Southern Premier League. 
We reached the second round 
of the FA Cup and were on the 
telly against Bristol Rovers. 
Although we lost, it was a 
great day. 

“I then got approached by a 
team in Australia and went 
over there for 12 months. I 
played for Whitsunday 
Miners in what was then 
called the Queensland State 
League. 

“It was a great experience. It 
was a different way of life and 
a different way of football. It 
was very professionally run 


and we even used to fly to 
games. I was there for a year 
and we lost the grand final on 
penalties in my last game. 

“I came back and re-signed 
for AFC Totton. But I wasn’t 
getting regular football and 
Andy Darnton contacted me 
to ask if I wanted to go to 
Verwood. I dual registered 
with them for the second half 
of last season and really 
enjoyed it. They asked me to 
sign again this season and I 
have been there ever since.” 

Oldring divides his time 
between playing for the 
Potters, studying for a degree 
in sports coaching and devel¬ 
opment at Yeovil University 
Centre and working part-time 
in the Tap & Railway pub in 
West Moors as a barman and 
chef. 

And while he hopes his stud¬ 
ies will help him map out a 
new career path, Oldring’s 
immediate concern is with 
trying to ensure Verwood can 
see off his former club 
Hamworthy United at 
Potterne Park tomorrow.

Asked to chase Somerset’s 212-9 
total, Carberry hits 103 off just 83 
balls with 14 fours and a six in 
Hampshire’s nine wicket stroll in 
under 29 overs. 

June 2012: Carberry smotes an 
unbeaten 148 off 125 balls as 
Hampshire beat Scotland in the 
CB40 competition at The Ageas 
Bowl.

Championship encounter with 
Middlesex. Though known for his 
quick scoring, his 104 shows off his 
patience - his century comes off 
226 balls in more than four and a 
half hours.

HOW MASTER BATSMAN SHOULDERS TWIN BURDENS 


ON his last tour to Australia, 
Alastair Cook arrived with a point 
to prove and doubters to silence. 

He did so by scoring 766 runs, 
more in an Ashes series than any 
Englishman bar Wally Hammond 
82 years earlier. 

En route, Cook exceeded by 100 
runs an innings his previously 
paltry average against Australia, 
and most importantly set England’s 
course for their first series win 
Down Under since 1986-87. 

As omens go, that will do very 
nicely for the England captain as he 
seeks to lead his country to a fourth 
straight Ashes victory and second 
in succession on Australian soil. 

Cook’s relative struggles against 
Australia with the bat during the 
summer present a less obviously 
encouraging portent. With context, 
however, they could also point to 
another prolific winter. 

By making only 277 runs at 27.77 
at the top of the order in England’s 
3-0 series win, Cook has endured a 
three-figure regression - almost 
exactly to the decimal point - back 
to his pre-2010-11 Ashes record. 

Once again, therefore, he will 
embark for Australia needing to up 
his game. 

He has the record to prove he can 
do just that, of course, as England’s 
most prolific Test centurion and, at 
the age of 28, with time to add 
plenty more yet. 

Three years ago, Cook’s 
statement of intent came with a 
defiant and unbeaten 235 as 
England unexpectedly but 
emphatically saved the first Test in 
Brisbane. That came without the 


you put in place things that can 
help you.” 

Cook was long identified as 
Strauss’ successor, and if his ascent 
came a little earlier than many 
imagined - when his fellow opener 
retired after a vexed 2012 summer 
- those who sensed his suitability 
all along have been vindicated. 

As a batsman, he is nothing if not 
resourceful. There is often little 
memorable about a successful 
Cook innings apart from its 
longevity, and the indications are 
that his leadership style is similarly 
undemonstrative. 

Some Australians - Shane Warne 
characteristically to the fore - have 
already been in a hurry to point out 
Cook’s perceived weaknesses. 

He is no instinctive tactician, we 
were told shortly before Australia 
folded to defeat in Durham as 
England went 3-0 ahead with one 
to play. 

By his own admission, Cook does 
not fit the charismatic cliche of a 
‘Captain Fantastic’. He makes his 
runs, and his points, carefully and 
effectively. “I am certainly not a 
shouter, not a screamer,” he said. 
“As a captain, Straussy was an 
outstanding bloke, and it’s been 
quite hard to follow in his footsteps, 
because of how respected he was.” 

Cook has his fair share of respect 
already, if the public comments of 
his team-mates are a reliable guide. 
If his runs help win the Ashes again 
this winter, he will deserve even 
more. 


what happened in India last year, 
when England won a Test series 
there for the first time since 
1984-85. 

Cook has since nonetheless 
acknowledged that the past 12 
months have seen the steepest of 
learning curves, and captaincy 
duties inevitably take their toll. 

He said: “You get tested every 
single day, and you don’t quite 
know where you’ll be tested from. 
Eventually that does wear at you. 
It’s how you manage that, and how

pressures of leadership, as he and 
predecessor Andrew Strauss put on 
188 for the first wicket in the 
second innings.

ENGLAND’S chances of 
retaining the urn could all 
hinge on that first Test at 
Brisbane. It’s going to be 
fascinating. 

The vast bowl of the Gabba 
is a hostile environment. It 
will be full of Australians 
desperate for their side to 
bounce back, and England 
haven’t won there since Mike 
Gatting’s team in 1986. 

If Australia make inroads in 
that first match, it’s game on. 
Anything can happen. 

England are clearly the 
better side, but they already 
have the press against them 
- and a lot of that is their own 
fault. They brought it on 
themselves during the 
summer and it’s really going 
to kick off. 

They played a type of 
cricket I was disappointed to 
watch. I don’t like seeing 
cricket played to win at all 
costs, with time-wasting and 
cynical play. There’s much 
more to the game than that. 

Matt Prior said ’we haven’t 
got the credit we deserve’ and 
that the side didn’t feel loved. 
But then they go and pee on 
The Oval pitch at the end of 
the fifth Test. It was a 
statement about the team at 
that moment. 

They will probably hate me 
saying that, but I’ve never 
seen a cricket team do that 
before, and it does rather 
illustrate the mindset they 
were in. 

I know people will say it 
was 3-0 in the summer, and 
that it wasn’t close, but 
actually there were moments 
for Australia. In every game 
except for Lord’s, they could 
have won. 

If I were Australia, I would 
prepare greener pitches, with 


plenty of seam movement as 
that’s their best chance of 
winning. The flatter the pitch, 
the more it suits England. 

I remember seeing Mitchell 
fohnson bowl in the 
Champions Trophy and 
saying to Shane Warne that 
he needs to be in the Test 
team, because he looked 
transformed. Warne sort of 


laughed and said we don’t 
need him! 

But they do need him now. 
He’s bowling aggressively at 
90mph-plus but, more 
importantly, he’s bowling 
straight. He’ll have all his 
mob behind him instead of 
ours against him, too, unlike 
Stuart Broad, who knew what 
the consequences of not 


walking after being caught at 
Trent Bridge would be. If 
you’re going to play cricket 
like that, people will play 
against you like that. If that’s 
the line you are making as a 
sportsman, fine, but just don’t 
expect anything in return! 

But the Stuart Broad I 
know, I think he’ll rise to the 
occasion as he has done in 


the past when under 
pressure. Perhaps he’ll even 
revel in the notoriety. 

If Mitchell is joined by a 
fit-again Ryan Harris, with 
Peter Siddle running in all 
day, Australia will be a force 
to be reckoned with. They’re 
lacking a match-winning 
spinner, but they might not 
necessarily need that. 


They worked out how to 
bowl to England in the 
summer. They figured 
fonathan Trott and foe Root 
out, although Root’s back- 
foot style may be more suited 
to Australia’s harder pitches. 

Ian Bell is the only batsman 
whose confidence must be 
sky-high. It was overdue, but 
he had the summer of his life 
and matured as a Test player 
with those three match¬ 
saving 100s under difficult 
circumstances. 

I don’t necessarily see 
Australia’s batting improving, 
though, so if England’s 
batting fires, Australia will 
easily be outscored. 

As for England’s attack, I 
tend not to worry about the 
height and size of bowlers, 
but if fames Anderson gets 
injured, it is going to be a very 
samey-looking attack. 

My one question mark is 
Chris Tremlett. I didn’t see 
him bowl towards the back 
end of last summer, but those 
who did said he has bowled 
an awful lot better. 

Bringing in him and Boyd 
Rankin is a bit of a punt. 
Graham Onions could have 
taken one of those places and 
you’d feel England would 
have all bases covered. 

The series hinges an awful 
lot on that first Test. If the 
Aussies come out like I expect 
them to, and have a bit of 
luck, it will be a tough call. 

But if England get through 
that first game, I think they’ll 
win, although you would 
expect them to lose in Perth. 

I predict England to prevail 
3-1, but I just hope we see a 
very competitive, hard-fought 
but respectful series.

FIRST TEST, BRISBANE 
November 21-25 
England have not won a Test at the 
Gabba since 1986, but amassed 
517 for one in their second innings 
there three years ago, Alastair 
Cook unbeaten on 235 and 
fonathan Trott and Andrew 
Strauss also scoring centuries. 

Australia have an excellent 
record against England in Tests in 
the Queensland capital, though, 
having won four of the past six, 
with two draws. 



SECOND TEST, ADELAIDE 
December 5-9 

England drew first blood in the 
2010-11 series at the Adelaide Oval 
when Kevin Pietersen laid the 
foundations for victory by an 
innings and 71 runs. His 227 is the 
highest score by an Englishman at 
the ground. 

Australia have won three of the 
past four matches in Adelaide, 
where conditions will change 
thanks to a drop-in pitch to be 
used after recent refurbishments. 



THIRD TEST, PERTH

England will be hoping to end a 
disastrous record at the WACA, 
having lost on each of their past 
six visits, all by good margins. 

The wicket is traditionally 
regarded as one of the quickest 
and bounciest in the world, and 
the famous ‘Fremantle Doctor’ - 
an afternoon sea breeze which 
regularly blows across the ground 
-will also provide some help for 
swing bowlers. 



FOURTH TEST, MELBOURNE 
December 26-30 

Home of the Boxing Day Test, the 
Melbourne Cricket Ground - or 
simply the ‘G’ as it is known to 
locals - holds a special place in the 
hearts of fans the world over. 

Despite a bumper capacity 
crowd of more than 100,000 
enthusiastic Aussies, England have 
not struggled there in recent times 
as they have at Brisbane or Perth, 
with four wins and as many 
defeats in the past eight Tests.

THE Ashes are a blessed brand. 

When administrators decided 10 Tests had 
to be staged in back-to-back home and away 
series, packed into the space of barely seven 
months, they risked jeopardising the magic of 
the age-old contest. 

It was a pragmatic move, to ensure 
England’s prospects of winning a first World 
Cup would not be compromised by having to 
give their all in Australia months, or perhaps 
even weeks, earlier. 

The risks were all too evident. Robbing an 
Ashes series of its popularity might curtail the 
public’s enduring goodwill, just as obviously 
as England’s overdue win in 2005 did the 
opposite for a generation. 

Stakes are therefore high and still 
unresolved for English and even world cricket, 
in the short gap between summer 2013 and 
winter 2013-14. The suspicion, though, is that 
this gamble will pay off, and precious heritage 
will survive. 

For England, at least, there 
appears to be too much on the dd 
line for anything that happens w W 
Down Under between 
November 21 in Brisbane and 
January 7 next year in Sydney 
to play out as humdrum. 

No one who first advocated 
this correction to the future 
tours programme could have 
anticipated England - for so 
long the stooges of modern 
Ashes series - would have 
their eyes on a fourth 
successive series victory, for 
the first time since 1890. 

An achievement which 
evaded England throughout 
the 20th century is a realistic 
prospect for Alastair Cook’s team under the 
studied eye of Andy Flower, the coach who has 
overseen the hat-trick and may have his sights 
on a glorious conclusion to his involvement. 

Among the tourists - depending on the 
fitness of Tim Bresnan - are 12 of those who 
won last time in Australia, only three rather 
than the traditional four years ago. Two of 
them - Kevin Pietersen and Ian Bell - could 
also be celebrating a fifth Ashes series victory. 

Another key factor is likely to prevent 
overkill: despite England’s run of recent 
success, and the emphatic scoreline in the 
home leg, the series appears well matched. 

Whitewash predictions have inevitably been 
heard already from the usual suspects, but 
either English coronation or Australian 
redemption will have to be hard-earned. 

Bald statistics can be misleading and 
contradictory, of course. It is impossible to 
dismiss the headline figure of 3-0 to England 
in the most recent edition, but - the prolific 
and admirable Bell (right) apart - individual 
averages and aggregates from summer 2013 
were a mish-mash on either side. 

At best, it is a confused picture, and anyone 
who tries to argue unequivocally that 
England will again prove head and 
shoulders above their oldest rivals on 
enemy territory may end up with some 
Christmas revision. Bookmakers Stan 
James have England favourites at

evens, but both teams have issues to address. 
Cook was short of his prolific best with the bat 
this summer, as was the usually ultra-reliable 
Jonathan Trott. Both were near-immovable in 
2010-11, but cannot fairly be expected to hit 
those heights again. 

Bell has become the safest bet, but cannot 
set the tone from No.5, while Cook’s opening 
partner Joe Root faces another exacting 
challenge at this early stage of his career. 

Pietersen, set to beat Cook to his century of 
Tests at the Gabba, is the habitual and 
supremely talented wildcard in an England 
batting order which is not entirely convincing 
at present. 

The same goes, and doubly so, for their 
hosts. Australia lost linchpin Mike Hussey last 
winter, and captain Michael Clarke is a 
hostage to fortune with a chronic back injury. 

It remains to be seen whether Steve Smith’s 
Oval century was a 
breakthrough innings, and - 
given the inconsistencies of 
others - it would be hard to 
fathom if the vastly-improved 
George Bailey did not add a 
belated Test debut to his 
half-century of short-format 
caps at some point this winter. 

Three years ago, England 
out-bowled as well as 
out-batted Australia. This 
time, they have invested ever 
more conspicuously in height, 
pace and bounce. It is an 
apparently top-heavy 
% % selection that sees Stuart 
* * Broad joined by Steve Finn, 
Chris Tremlett and the 
uncapped Boyd Rankin for good measure. 

That is not to say it will prove ineffective, 
and the bluff or double-bluff emanating from 
Australia about the nature of the Test pitches 
is intriguing. 

Australia’s own pace bowlers are the biggest 
variable of all. They have fielded close on a full 
XI of them over the past two years, and 
pinpointing a first-choice attack for the series 
opener in Brisbane is an awkward business. 

The resurgence of Mitchell Johnson could 
be a telling factor, for example, especially after 
the way he discomforted Trott and others in 
this summer’s one-day series. The left-armer’s 
well-being will remain an 
imponderable throughout 
- just one of many in a 
series which should keep

WHEN Mitchell Johnson was left out of 
Australia’s squad for this summer’s Ashes 
series, it appeared the left-armer’s Test 
career was over. 

A victim of inconsistency, injuries and 
the new wave of Australian quicks, 
Johnson was brushed to the sidelines. 

Yet fast forward six months and the 
32-year-old looms as possibly Australia’s 
trump card ahead of this winter’s series. 

Johnson has steamed back into 
contention with some blistering 
performances in one-day games against 
both England and India. 

Injuries to young guns such as James 
Pattinson, Mitchell Stare and Jackson 
Bird have opened the door, and Johnson 
has hacked it down with such vigour that 
even the most ardent of his Barmy Army 
tormentors might now give pause. 

At his best, Johnson is a match- 
winner. A Test career featuring 205 
wickets - no current Australian bowler 
comes close - has been built around the 
types of devastating spells England have 
fallen victim to in Perth and Leeds in 
recent years. 

Johnson served notice he was not yet 
ready to leave such days consigned to 


history during the limited-overs series 
after the Ashes, when his pace and 
bounce troubled all of the English top 
order, most noticeably Jonathan Trott. 

It was all a far cry from a time when 
Johnson admitted he was ’mentally 
gone’ and wished for an injury to get 
away from the rigours of touring. 

He was granted that morbid wish 
during the tour of South Africa at the 
end of 2011, when a foot injury kept him 
out for a sustained period. It was a 
break, he believes, which resurrected his 
career. He said: “Having my injury and 
that time away from the game was really 
beneficial for me. 

“I could still bowl a decent pace off a 
short run, but mentally at that stage I 
was pretty much gone. I was sort of 
hoping to get injured at that time just to 
get away from the game, as bad as it 
sounds. 

“When you’re on tour you just don’t 
get the chance to work on the things you 


want to, but it’s been really good to get 
back, get my strength back, freshen up 
mentally.” 

Johnson must still gain selection for 
the first Test in Brisbane, but he has 
the backing of bowling coach Craig 
McDermott. 

The former Pest pace bowler has 
returned to the role after a time away, 
and believes Johnson is back to his best 
after remodelling his action in 
consultation with former Australia swing 
bowler Terry Alderman. 

“I think Mitchell is bowling very well 
at the moment. He’s bowling fast, that’s 
for sure,” said McDermott. 

“He’s getting a bit of shape back into 
the right-hander, which is important, 
and his seam position is better from 
what I can see on the television. 

“Certainly his fitness is not an issue. 
Over the last few years he’s been one of 
the fittest and strongest in the side, so 
it’s really just getting his confidence.”

England-born Australia opener Charles 
Bannerman scored the first Test century in 
the first innings to put his side in 
contention. The tourists were set 154 for 
victory, but Tom Kendall’s seven wickets 
haul saw them bowled out for 108. 

England would gain revenge in the 
second match, also at the MCG, with a 
four-wicket victory to tie the series.

DECEMBER 1954, SYDNEY 
England beat Australia by 38 runs 

Having lost the opener at Brisbane, 
England came roaring back, largely 
inspired by young Northamptonshire 
paceman Frank Tyson, who was knocked 
out by a vicious bouncer from Ray Lindwall 
in the tourists’ second innings. 

A fired-up Tyson would have his revenge, 
however, running through Australia’s 
batting line-up as figures of six for 85 gave 
him a 10-wicket match haul. 

Tyson would also go on to play a key role 
in the next match at Melbourne as England 
claimed a 3 -1 series win to retain the Ashes. 




DECEMBER 2010, MELBOURNE 

England beat Australia by an innings and 57 runs 

With the series poised at 1-1, England firmly shut the door 
on Australian hopes of winning back the urn with a 
dominant performance on day one. 

The hosts were all out for 98, their lowest all-out total in 
an Ashes Test at the MCG. Jonathan Trott’s unbeaten 168 
then took Andrew Strauss’ men to 513 all out before Tim 
Bresnan, a controversial call-up in place of Steven Finn 

- leading wicket-taker in the series before being dropped 

- justified his place with four for 50 as Australia subsided 
to 258 all out. 

England went on to claim their third innings victory of 
the tour in Sydney to complete a 3-1 series success. 


MARCH 1977, MELBOURNE 
Australia beat England by 45 runs 

A celebration of the very first Test produced 
exactly the same result 100 years later. 
Dennis Lillee was the star of the one-off 
Centenary Test, where the Ashes were not 
at stake, with an 11 -wicket match haul. 

Both sides were skittled cheaply in their 
first innings before Australia made a better 
fist of things second time round, Rod Marsh 
scoring an unbeaten 110 as England were 
set a target of463. 

They looked well placed at 346 for four, 
but Kerry O’Keeffe took the key wicket of 
Derek Randall, who had made 174, and 
England collapsed to 417 all out.

DECEMBER 2006, ADELAIDE 
Australia beat England by six wickets 

Australians may get misty-eyed at the 
memory of completing a 5-0 whitewash in 
Sydney, but this was the Test when that 
became less a fantasy and more a reality. 

There looked to be little danger of 
anything other than a draw when England 
racked up 551 for six declared, thanks 
largely to Paul Collingwood’s double 
century and Kevin Pietersen’s 158, while 
Australia were all out for 513. 

All the tourists had to do was bat out the 
final day, but they were all out for 129, and 
Australia chased down the 168 required.

Where did it all go 
wrong, Jonathan? 

NO.3 BIDDING TO REDISCOVER BIG SCORES 


JONATHAN TROTT has been the 
cornerstone of England’s powerhouse 
batting line-up for the past four years, 
and is preparing to return to the scene of 
his most prolific hunting ground. 

What then could possibly go wrong as 
the nailed-on No.3 bids to recreate his 
own history and write a unique chapter 
in England’s? 

It was in the first Test at Brisbane in 
November 2010 that Trott combined 
with Alastair Cook in a record and 
unbroken triple-century second-wicket 
stand to emphatically ensure the tide 
turned against Australia. 

Trott was rewarded not just with his 
part of the Ashes glory over the following 
two months but then his sport’s most 
prestigious individual annual accolade 
as the International Cricket Council’s 
Test match player of the year. 

Yet three years on, for the first time 
since the 2009-10 tour of his native 
South Africa, there are arguably 
questions to answer. Trott cut an 
unfamiliar and frantic figure when he 
ended his first Test trip away with 
England with scores of five and eight in a 
landslide Johannesburg defeat four 
winters ago. Those brief innings were a 
world away from his Ashes-clinching 
debut hundred at The Oval four months 
earlier, and what has followed in most of 
his Test career to date. 

By his standards, though, Trott’s 2013 
summer was fallow, 293 at a shade under 
30 falling well short of the standard he 
has set and which England supporters 
have come to expect. 

If there are signs of vulnerability, 
Australia have not been slow to shout 
about them as they seek to widen the

“cracks” coach Darren Lehmann claims 
to have spotted in England’s batting. 

A 3-0 series win is the obvious 
counter-argument, but Trott is not 
hiding from his modest summer or the 
challenge that lies ahead. 

“I pride myself on working hard and 
putting a high value on my wicket,” he 
said as he prepared for the tour. 

“I hope I can get out to Australia 
and do that again, like I’ve done in the 
past.” 

Previous success is no guarantee of a 
repeat, but he will draw encouragement 
from the fact this England team - almost 
to a man, albeit with a new captain after 
Andrew Strauss’ retirement - have been 
there and done it already. 

“It is incredibly difficult. Things went 
our way,” Trott said of 2010-11. 

“I think it’s important to go there 
thinking it’s going to be tougher, so that 
if it isn’t, it’s a bit of a surprise. It’s better 
than going to Australia thinking it’s going 
to be easy. It’s a pretty hostile place, a

Trott treasures the success he has 
already had with his adopted country, 
but knows a second slice Down Under 
will have to be hard-earned. 

“I’m very proud,” he said. “Just to be 
part of the squad that wins there and 
creates history, having not won for so 
long, was fantastic. That’s something 
you’ll always cherish. 

“But going there expecting to do the 
same, I think would be a bit naive.” 

Australia have delighted in identifying 
chinks in the armoury, and have cited 
lbw as their likely starting point. There 
were two such dismissals for Trott in the 
final Test at The Oval, to left-armers 
Mitchell Stare and James Faulkner. 

His trusted front-foot method of 
walking at the ball and precisely picking 
off anything slanted into him has long 
proved highly effective against the 
world’s best bowlers. 

Whether a technical update is in order 
to stay ahead of the game will be for him 
and his coaches to decide, after Mitchell 
Johnson also troubled him in the 
one-day series with the short ball. 

Whatever is required, Trott will not be 
shy of putting in the hours of practice 
and will never fail for lack of 
commitment. He has made a virtue of 
hard work and attention to detail and, at 
32, is still regularly first in and last out of 
the nets whenever he has the chance. 

“Having played cricket for long 
enough, you realise things aren’t always 
set in stone - and nothing’s given to 
you,” he said.

Sound Bell 
to shine in 
tight series 


ENGLAND may be going for a 
historic fourth successive 
Ashes series win - but it isn’t 
going to be easy. 

That may be stating the 
obvious, but if Darren 
Lehmann can continue to 
rebuild Aussie morale - and 
they can transfer some of 
their prodigious scoring feats 
in shorter forms of the game 
onto the Test scene - they will 
become a dangerous unit. 

They already having plenty 
of wicket-taking potential, 
and if the runs start to flow 
they will suddenly become a 
very different proposition. 

Nevertheless, Stan James 
still make England evens 
favourites for the series. A 
drawn series is rated a 9-2 
chance, while Australia’s first 
series win over England since 
2006-7 would pay out at 7-4. 

The correct score market is 
always a popular one but is 
notoriously tricky, so tread 
carefully. A repeat of the

summer’s 3-0 win is a 16-1 
chance, while a replica of 
England’s 3-1 win on their 
last visit to Australia is 13-2. 

If, as many suspect, it is 
going to be a tighter affair, the 
9-1 on England taking the 
series 2-1 looks good. 

After his prodigious feats 
Down Under in 2010-11, 
England skipper Alastair 
Cook is 11-4 favoruite to be 
his side’s top run-scorer 
again, ahead of Kevin 
Pietersen (3-1). But many 
reckon Ian Bell is the classiest 
of all the England batsmen, 
and he would pay out at 9-2. 

With the ball, Jimmy 
Anderson (15-8) and Stuart 
Broad (11-4) are the 
favourites, but hard, fast 
tracks can suit spinners too, 
and Graeme Swann could be 
a canny bet at 3-1 to 
rediscover past glories.

The captains should have a bigger say 
than usual in the series’ outcome. 

Cook is revisiting the scene of what, 
barring something miraculous, will 
surely go down as his finest series. His 
766 runs in 2010-11 were the work of a 
man so thoroughly at home with his 
own game that the opposition barely 
came into the equation. 

Australia had more joy against him 
in the last series, and know they must 
do the same again to prevent Cook 
laying big foundations for the middle 
order. His status as skipper means he 
is an even more valuable scalp. 

Clarke, meanwhile, faces a big 
enough challenge just to stay fit for 
the rigours of an Ashes contest. 

Cricket Australia are making positive 
sounds about his back problems, but if 
trouble flares up again, the home team 
will be robbed of their one truly 
exceptional batsman. 

Clarke’s brand of leadership is 
thought to be bolder than Cook’s but 
he needs to turn plaudits into wins. 


IAMES ANDERSON v 
MITCHELL IOHNSON 

Could Mitchell Johnson really be 
Australia’s (not so) secret weapon? The 
odds would have been astronomical 
when England’s relentless batsmen 
and merciless fans reduced his 
confidence to rubble. 

But with his morale rebuilt via some 
stirring performances in the one-day 
arena, and a Test place up for grabs 
amid a raft of injuries to Aussie 
seamers, he could have his shot at 
redemption. The Barmy Army would 
relish his arrival on the scene, but 
England know an on-form Johnson is 
a danger to their chances, and will 
need to get on top of him early. 

Anderson, on the other hand, comes 
into the series brimming with 
confidence. Unquestioned as one of 
the world’s leading bowlers and 
England’s ever-present go-to man, he 
will take the battle to the hosts from 
the off. Proved Australian conditions 
were no hindrance to him last time 
out, but must underline that again for 
the game-plan to work. 




GRAEME SWANN v 
A.N.OTHER SPINNER 

Few would disagree that the resence of 
Swann affords the tourists a 
comfortable advantage on paper. 

He is comfortably ahead of any of 
the spin candidates Australia can put 
forward and, given helpful conditions, 
a proven match-winner. 

Having been handed plenty of 
encouragement by home groundsmen 
this summer, Australia will be 
expected to do little to help the 
tweakers this time, so Swann may have 
to show off his less flashy side and play 
a holding game for the team. 

Australia should - and probably will 
- call on Nathan Lyon (above) but their 
selection policy on spinners has been 
muddled for years and there always 
seems to be a new brainwave on the 
horizon. 

Lyon was confusingly ditched for 
Ashton Agar at the start of the 2012 
Ashes and will now be nervously 
looking over his shoulder in 
anticipation of another possible 
left-field selection.

CRAIG McAllister grabbed a 
dramatic late winner to take 
Eastleigh back to within a point 
of the Skrill Conference South 
summit with a 1-0 win over 
Hampshire rivals Farnborough 
this afternoon. 

The Spitfires made one change, 
bringing Jai Reason back from sus¬ 
pension in place of Stuart 
Fleetwood (cut leg). With Ramone 
Rose (tweaked hamstring) also 
injured and Sam Wilson on loan at 
Fleet, it left manager Richard Hill 
short of attacking options on the 
bench. 

The pitch was one heavy down¬ 
pour away from a postponement 
and the players struggled to find 
their footing initially on a soggy, 
slippery surface. 

Reason forced the first corner 
with eight minutes gone when he 
scampered after a throw-in and the 
puddles in the clubhouse end goal¬ 
mouth were evident as Glen 
Southam’s delivery came in. 

Farnborough broke straight down 
the other end where Reason fouled 
Elvis Hammond on the edge of the 
area and Scott Donnelly sent the 
free kick just over. 

On 19 minutes Eastleigh produced

box, but the Boro man lashed the 
ball straight across the goal-face. 

Then, with the half well into stop¬ 
page time, Boro worked the ball 
neatly across from the right and 
Harry Lee blasted the ball wide. 

Eastleigh had the first chance of 
the second half - McAllister head¬ 
ing Batt’s cross narrowly wide at 
the back stick. 

But Farnborough were by no 
means overawed and hit back with 
a good chance of their own four 
minutes later. 

Hammond chased a long ball 
forward down the right and, 
despite the close attention of 
Dean Beckwith, managed to get 
away a shot which flew past the 


far upright. 

And the visitors soon threatened 
again when Bennett had time to 
turn on the edge of the area and 
play in Dave Tarpey whose shot 
was blocked. 

With confidence brimming 
through the visitors’ ranks, 
Strevens produced a superb tackle 
to dispossess Donnelly on the edge 
of the box.

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England menu 
serves up 
exotic meals

ENGLAND’S extreme atten¬ 
tion to detail is set to come 
under fresh scrutiny after 
details of their 82-page 
health-conscious Ashes menu 
were leaked. 

Almost 200 varieties of food 
and drink - including “piri- 
piri breaded tofu with toma¬ 
to salsa”, a “quinoa and cran¬ 
berry breakfast bar” and 
“mungbean curry with 
spinach” - feature in the 
catering requirements 
England have sent to Test 
match grounds for this win¬ 
ter’s Ashes campaign. 

Few can be surprised, in the 
evidently enlightened mod¬ 
ern age, that international 
sportsmen are being encour¬ 
aged to stick to a healthy diet 
- especially when in competi¬ 
tion. 

But the dishes referred to 
in a document leaked to the 
Sydney Morning Herald, 
specifying a comprehensive 
list of exotic - some may say 
faddy - foodstuffs will 
nonetheless give Australian 
crowds plenty of extra 
ammunition with which to 
torment the tourists. 

It also provides a window 
on the painstaking, meticu¬ 
lous work done behind the 
scenes as England’s manage¬ 
ment try to ensure their 
team has the edge over the 
opposition. 

The catering options, pre¬ 
scribed by the England and 
Wales Cricket Board’s per¬ 
formance nutritionist Chris 
Rosimus, contains a selection 
of food for every potential 
meal break - adding it is 
“essential” all are cooked 
exactly to the chefs instruc¬ 
tions. 

Rosimus adds in the 
exhaustive pamphlet: “Some 
ingredients within this book 
will not be in season when 
you come to use them. 

“If availability is an issue, 
please do not use an alterna¬ 
tive or omit from the recipe. 

“Please feel free unless spec¬ 
ified to serve the sandwiches 
on any variety of bread you 
wish. However, a preference 
would be whole wheat, seed¬ 
ed or rye varieties.” 

It is understood Australia 
also circulate their nutrition 
guidelines to venues in 
advance, but their require¬ 
ments contain significantly 
less detail. 

Former Australia fast 
bowler Merv Hughes was 
happy to offer his predictable 
reaction to reports of 
England’s high-brow culi¬ 
nary policy. 

Asked for his preference, he 
told the Sydney Morning 
Herald : “Give me a ham and 
pickle sandwich.” 

In his own playing days, he 
recalled a simple and reliable 
menu. “It didn’t matter 
which ground - normally 
there was a cold meat and 
salad, roast of the day, a 
choice of fish and chicken.”

The versatile defender has 
attracted the attention of a host of 
Football League clubs after turning 
in a series of eye-catching displays 
for the Dolphins in the Calor 
Southern Premier Division, writes

Spetch, who had an unsuccessful 
trial with AFC Bournemouth two 
years ago, has been watched by 
scouts from Portsmouth, Exeter 
and Forest Green Rovers in recent 
weeks. 

The 22-year-old said: “I would 
love to go to any full-time club. Just 
to play the game professionally 
would be great. 

“If you are playing at this level, it 
is every boy’s dream to be in the 
Football League. Anybody my age 
would want to play higher.” 

Spetch, who has progressed 
through the ranks at Poole having 
started out with hometown club 
Swanage Town & Herston, is look¬ 
ing to tread a path taken by former 
Dolphins teammate Charlie 
Austin, currently at Championship 
outfit QPR. 

He turned in another stand-out 
performance and added to his goal 
tally during Poole’s 3-1 FA Trophy 
victory against Frome last 
Saturday. 

It was Spetch’s late leveller that 
forced extra-time and the Dolphins 
progressed courtesy of Steve 
Devlin’s penalty and a Michael 
Charles strike. 

Spetch believes he has grown con¬ 
siderably as a player thanks to the 
support given to him by the 
Dolphins’ coaching staff- boss Tom 
Killick, assistant James Wood and 
player-coach Tarry Richardson - 
and former teammate Michael 
Walker, now at Weymouth. 

“I feel I am ready to make the step 
up and a big part of that is down to 
Tom, Woodsy, Taffy and Michael 


Walker,” he said. 

“I have developed a lot since I had 
a trial at Bournemouth two years 
ago and, if I get the chance, I will 
take it and will try my best. 

“Poole have done so much for me 
and a lot of players don’t realise 
what is done behind the scenes to 
run a club like this. Hopefully in 
five to ten years it will be a big 
club.” 

Spetch has earned rave reviews at 
Tatnam since switching from left- 
back to centre-half and team boss 
Killick believes he is beginning to 
“outgrow” the club. 


He said: “Taffy, Warren 
Cummings and I have alerted cer¬ 
tain clubs to Will’s abilities with 
the blessing of Poole Town. 

“From a playing point of view, 
losing Will would be a disaster 
whatever the financial ramifica¬ 
tions, but sometimes you have to 
make decisions that are in the 
interests of the player. 

“Will deserves, and should be 
given, an opportunity. 

“Some of the interest in him is 
because of what we have instigated, 
but some of it is because his perfor¬ 
mances are just coming to people’s 


attention in the normal way.” 

Poole reached the end of the 
Trophy road on Tuesday, beaten 3- 
2 at Southern Premier rivals 
Arlesey in the second qualifying 
round. 

Two Carl Preston strikes wiped 
out a two-goal deficit, but a late 
Stuart Farrell goal sent Arlesey 
through to a home tie against 
Marlow. 

“It was desperately disappointing 
because we had battled hard to get 
back in it and, having got to 2-2, I 
felt we looked like the team that 
would go on and win,” said Killick.
